The  total  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
was  24  of  which  12  had  been  previously  notified. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  in  cases  which  had  not 
been  previously  notified. 

Of  the  seven  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  five 
occurred  in  infants  from  one  to  two  years  of  age  from  tuberculous 
meningitis. 

The  circumstances  of  the  outbreak  briefly  were  as  follows : — 
One  notification  was  received  on  the  3rd  of  March,  two  on  the 
26th  of  April  and  one  on  the  6th  and  one  on  the  23rd  of  May 
respectively,  and  the  five  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  as 
follows  : — one  to  a  London  Hospital,  two  to  the  County  Hospital 
and  two  to  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Welwyn  Garden  City. 

Of  the  two  cases  admitted  to  the  Cottage  Hospital,  the  bacillus 
tuberculosis  was  found  to  be  present  in  the  C.S.  fluid  of  one,  while 
in  the  other,  the  pathologist  reported  that  the  findings  were 
consistent  with  a  diagnosis  of  tuberculous  meningitis  in  spite  of 
failure  to  find  the  causal  organism  in  the  C.S.  fluid. 

An  autopsy  was  made  on  the  case  admitted  to  a  London 
Hospital,  and  the  primary  lesion  was  found  to  be  tuberculous 
messenteric  glands. 

Of  the  two  cases  admitted  to  the  County  Hospital  an  autopsy 
was  made  in  one  case  and  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculous  meningitis 
confirmed. 

All  possible  avenues  of  infection  were  thoroughly  explored 
in  consultation  with  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
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Enquiries  were  made  as  regards  the  possibility  of  infection 
being  conveyed  via  meat  and  milk. 

The  supply  of  meat  is  inspected  and  passed  before  it  arrives  in 
the  district.  Enquiries  were  made  therefore  regarding  the  details 
of  the  inspections,  and  from  reports  received  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  measures  for  safeguarding  the  meat  supply  are  quite 
satisfactory. 

Ten  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  B. 
Tuberculosis  by  the  biological  test  and  all  proved  negative  ;  in 
addition,  six  samples  were  also  examined  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  also  arranged 
for  the  veterinary  examination  of  the  herds  concerned.  These 
six  samples  of  milk  were  also  negative. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  called  for  a  report  on  ways 
and  means  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  a  report  was  submitted  on  the  25th  May  which  indicated  the 
measures  for  increasing  resistance  and  decreasing  the  risk  of 
infection  to  tuberculosis  as  set  out  by  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  in  his  annual  report.  The  Committee  also  considered  the 
desirability  of  requiring  all  milk  sold  within  Welwyn  Garden  City 
Urban  District  to  be  taken  from  cows  free  from  tuberculosis,  or 
to  be  efficiently  pasteurised  or  treated  by  some  other  process 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  question  of  the  pasteurisation  of  the  milk  supply  was  not 
proceeded  with  for  various  reasons,  including  the  fact  that  the  B. 
Tuberculosis  was  not  found  in  sixteen  samples  of  milk  examined. 

The  Council  however,  approved  a  scheme  for  encouraging  the 
production,  consumption  and  sale  of  graded  milk.

4.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Of  the  ten  cases  of  diphtheria  proved  bacteriologically,  the 
first,  a  case  of  nasal  diphtheria,  was  notified  in  April,  and  the 
infection  appears  to  have  been  contracted  in  an  Institution  in  the 
south  of  England  which  was  subsequently  closed  on  account  of 
illness.  This  patient  appears  to  have  passed  on  the  infection  to 
her  mother  and  sister  after  returning  to  her  home  in  Welwyn 
Garden  City. 

The  dates  of  onset  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  cases  (two  sisters 
aged  three  and  two  years  of  age)  were  the  30th  of  May  and  4th 
of  June  respectively.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  traced. 
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The  next  notification  received  was  that  of  a  child  aged  eight 
(case  six),  who  attended  class  2  Peartree  School,  the  date  of  onset 
being  the  28th  of  October.  The  source  of  infection  was  believed 
to  have  been  a  nasal  “  carrier  ”  who  sat  immediately  in  front  of 
the  patient  in  school.  The  “carrier”  is  believed  to  have  passed 
on  the  infection  to  his  sister,  aged  14,  who  attended  Handside 
School,  and  to  another  brother  who  attended  class  5  Peartree 
School,  who  may  have  been  the  source  of  infection  in  respect  of 
the  last  case  (No.  10),  who  also  attended  the  same  class. 

Protection  against  Diphtheria. 

The  desirability  of  providing  facilities  for  the  voluntary 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Council. 

The  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  do  not  call  for  any  special 
remarks. 

Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent  in  the  autumn  and  was  made  a 
notifiable  disease  by  the  Council  for  a  period. 

Closure  of  Schools. 

No  Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  illness  during  the  year.

The  work  of  the  Health  Association  has  been  reorganised  and 
is  now  divided  between  two  Committees  who  administer  : — 
(l)  The  Welwyn  Garden  City  Cottage  Hospital  and  (2)  The 
Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  District  Nursing  services. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-two  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Cottage  Hospital  during  the  year  ending  March,  1933,  and  831 
out-patients  treated. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  second  Committee  include  the 
organisation  of  the  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  the 
scheme  for  providing  V  Home  Helps,”  which  is  meeting  a  need  in 
many  homes.  It  is  only  possible  at  present  to  employ  one  per¬ 
manent  Home  Help,  but  six  or  seven  temporary  helpers  have  been 
working  simultaneously  under  the  direction  of  this  Committee. 

The  interest  in  health  matters  shewn  by  the  residents  in 
Welwyn  Garden  City  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  there  are  2,200 
subscribers  to  the  Health  Association.  This  includes  1,500 
employees  who  subscribe  to  the  Association  and  Hospital  through 
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the  Central  Civic  Fund  Industrial  Scheme.  Full  particulars  of  the 
minimum  subscription  and  benefits  obtainable  will  be  supplied  by 
the  Honorary  Secretaries,  185,  Handside  Lane  and  17,  Guessens 
Road,  on  application.

6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  members  of  the 
Medical  Profession  practising  in  the  district  can  obtain  bacterio¬ 
logical  reports  (free  of  charge)  in  cases  of  diphtheria,  enteric  fever, 
tuberculosis,  meningitis  and  ringworm.  In  the  case  of  tuberculosis, 
outfits  for  collecting  specimens  for  examination  can  be  obtained 
on  application  from  the  County  Medical  Office,  Hertford,  or  from 
the  Tuberculosis  Officers  at  one  of  the  dispensaries.  These 
examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Hill  End  Mental  Hospital, 
near  St.  Albans. 

Provision  of  Anti-toxin. 

Members  of  the  Medical  Profession  practising  in  the  district 
can  obtain  a  supply  of  diphtheria  anti -toxin  free  of  charge.  The 
anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Elm  Gardens,  Welwyn 
Garden  City.  ’Phone  269. 

A  supply  of  sterile  throat  swabs  and  oatfits  for  Widals  Tests 
are  also  available  at  this  Institution.

Milk  Supply. 

There  is  one  wholesale  trader,  11  retail  purveyors  and  two 
cowkeepers  and  milk  producers  on  the  register. 

A  considerable  amount  of  milk  is  produced  outside  the  district 
on  registered  premises  under  the  supervision  of  six  different  Local 
Authorities. 

About  three-fifths  of  the  milk  supply  to  the  Garden  City  is 
distributed  by  Welwyn  Stores  Ltd.,  through  their  Central  Milk 
Depot  at  Lower  Handside  Farm.  This  depot  has  been  organised 
under  the  direction  of  the  Research  Professor  in  Dairy  Bac¬ 
teriology,  University  College,  Reading.  The  various  buildings  have 
been  fitted  with  modern  equipment  for  sterilising  dairy  utensils, 
etc.,  and  for  bottling  milk  on  an  extensive  scale. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Undertaking,  formerly  owned  and  operated  by 
Welwyn  Garden  City  Ltd.,  was  purchased  during  the  year  by  the 
Urban  District  Council  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
the  Welwyn  Garden  City  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1932.  Water 
has  been  supplied  by  the  Council  since  the  beginning  of  September, 
1932. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  bore-holes  in  the  chalk 
formation  in  the  valley  of  the  River  Mimram  where  the  Pumping 
Station  is  situated.  Four  sets  of  pumping  plant  raise  the  water 
to  reservoirs  on  the  Sherrards  Wood  ridge,  which  provide  a  storage 
capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons  for  the  town  supply. 
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From  the  same  pumping  station,  the  Council  deliver  water  in 
bulk  to  the  towers  and  reservoirs  of  the  Welwyn  Rural  District 
Council. 

831  yards  of  water  mains  were  laid  by  the  Council  in  the 
Knella  Road  section  of  Housing  Scheme  No.  7  during  the  year. 

The  supply  of  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality. 

A  sample  from  the  rising  main  was  examined  bacteriologically 
on  the  16th  December,  1932,  and  the  following  is  an  extract  of  the

Surface  water 
is  drained  to  the  valleys  of  the  Lea  and  Mimram  rivers,  which 
bound  the  district  on  the  south  and  north  respectively. 

Foul  water  is  gathered  by  tributary  sewers  to  the  main  trunk 
sewer  which  traverses  the  town  from  south-west  to  north-east 
and  discharges  into  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  north-east  corner 
of  the  District.  The  whole  drainage  system  is  new  and  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

The  system  of  diposal  consists  of  detritus  tanks,  screens,  con¬ 
tinuous-flow  settlement  tanks,  dosing  tanks  and  percolating  filters 
fed  through  revolving  sprinklers.  Both  sludge  and  effluent  are 
discharged  temporarily  on  the  surface  of  adjoining  farmlands  with¬ 
out  nuisance,  but  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  construction  of 
a  concrete  culvert  to  carry  the  purified  effluent  to  the  River  Mim¬ 
ram,  and  provisional  sanction  for  this  outfall  has  been  received 
from  the  Lee  Conservancy  and  the  Lee  Catchment  Board. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  previously  owned  and  operated  by 
Welwyn  Garden  City  Ltd.,  were  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
September,  1932,  and  have  been  operated  by  them  since  that  date. 

The  Council  have  also  acquired  about  22  acres  of  gravel  land, 
adjoining  the  sewage  works,  for  the  permanent  disposal  of  sludge. 

During  1932,  250  yards  of  new  tributary  sewers  and  250  yards 
of  surface  water  drains  have  been  laid. 
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Scavenging . 

House  refuse  is  collected  under  contract  with  the  Council 
once  a  week  and  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  an  old  gravel  pit  near 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  district  under  a  very  stringent 
specification  with  satisfactory  results  at  present.  The  collection 
is  regular,  bins  are  disinfected  each  week  and  there  is  no  nuisance 
from  the  refuse  tip.  The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has 
been  extended  in  outlying  areas  so  that  the  whole  Urban  District 
is  now  included. 

There  are  a  few  cesspools  connected  with  the  old  cottages  near 
the  boundaries  of  the  district.  These  are  periodically  pumped  out 
by  Welwyn  Garden  City  Ltd.  (the  owners  of  the  properties),  and 
the  contents  disposed  of  by  spreading  on  farm  lands. 

There  are  in  the  old  dwellings  referred  to  above,  a  number  of 
pail  closets  which  are  emptied  by  the  tenants.  As  the  drainage 
system  of  the  town  extends,  these  are  being  converted  to  the 
water-carriage  system.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  1982. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Welwyn  Garden  City  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Work  carried  out  during  the  year  ended  81st  December,  1932. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  WATER.  Welwyn  Garden  City  has  an  abundant  supply  of 
excellent  water  of  high  bacterial  purity,  derived  from  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk,  now  distributed  by  the  Local  Authority.  A  few 
of  the  smaller  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  obtain 
their  water  from  shallow  wells. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams.  A  small  portion  of  the  River  Mimram, 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  length,  runs  through  the 
northern  portion  of  the  district.  Mo  complaint  has  been  re¬ 
ceived,  nor  has  any  evidence  been  hcoming  that  it  is  being 

polluted. 

3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  drainage  of  the  district  is 
mainly  separate  in  character,  the  whole  of  the  soil  water  sew¬ 
age  being  dealt  with  by  filtration  at  the  Council’s  Black  Fan 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation.  The  closet  accommodation  is  on 
the  water  carriage  system,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  small 
houses  (rural  in  character),  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district, 
where  the  pail  system  is  generally  in  operation,  and  where  the 
occupants  arrange  to  bury  the  contents  in  their  gardens. 
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5.  SCAVENGING,  &C.  All  premises  have  galvanised  iron  dustbins 
for  the  deposit  of  refuse.  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  Con¬ 
tractor’s  horse-drawn  vehicles,  and  tipped  at  the  dump  near 
the  20th  Mile  Bridge.  The  dump  is  well  kept  and  free  from 
nuisance,  controlled  tipping  on  the  Bradford  system  is  now  in 
operation. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  was 
2,856.  In  connection  with  1,884  premises  visited,  sanitary  defects 
to  the  number  of  621  were  discovered,  and  the  necessary  action 
taken  to  have  these  remedied. 

For  this  purpose  612  informal  notices  and  no  statutory  notices 
were  issued.  Six  nuisances  were  abated  without  notice. 

Of  the  formal  notices  sent,  585  were  references  to  the  Housing 
Department,  for  nuisances  or  defects  found  in  Council  Houses. 

Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Act.  The  Council  now  call 
for  a  report  from  time  to  time  on  the  condition  of  all  houses  on 
which  they  have  advanced  money.  120  such  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year. 

MOSQUITO,  &c.,  Control.  A  number  of  inspections  were  made 
of  stagnant  water-courses,  pools,  and  water  storage  tanks  with  a 
view  to  checking  the  breeding  of  mosquitos  by  spraying  v7ith  a 
larvaecide. 

Mosquitos  breed  in  stagnant  water  during  the  spring  and  early 
summer  months,  and  the  spraying  of  the  surface  of  the  w^aterwith 
crude  paraffin  oil  at  these  times  will  kill  the  mosquito  larvae.  A 
more  efficient  method  is  to  thoroughly  empty  all  rainwater  tanks, 
and  clean  out  ditches  and  water-courses  so  that  the  flow7  of  wrater 
therein  is  unobstructed. 

The  public  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  accumulation  of 
decaying  food  and  manure  forms  ideal  breding  grounds  for  rats, 
flies  and  other  insects,  and  all  such  collections  should  either  be 
removed,  buried,  or  suitably  covered  up  frequently  from  April  until 
October. 

Public  Lavatories.  The  lack  of  public  lavatories  in  the 
district  has  been  reported  on,  and  the  Council  have  under  consider¬ 
ation  the  building  of  a  convenience  in  Bridge  Road.  A  small 
temporary  convenience  has  been  erected  on  the  east  side,  but  this 
is  hardly  adequate  for  the  size  of  the  Town.  There  should  be 
further  provision  of  this  nature  for  a  population  such  as  we  have, 
and  for  visitors  to  the  Garden  City.

MORTUARY.  The  mortuary  provided  by  the  Council  has  been 
used  eight  times  during  the  year.  Larger  and  more  convenient 
accommodation  has  been  provided. 

Dust  Bins.  References  to  the  Surveyor’s  Department  num¬ 
bered  3.  These  principally  consisted  of  complaints  of  nuisances 
from  full  dust  bins.  This  work  proceeds  smoothly,  and  almost 
without  complaint.  Two  references  wTere  made  to  the  Council’s 
Water  Engineer’s  Department. 

The  Council’s  Surveyor,  who  has  charge  of  the  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposal  work,  refers  complaints  of  defective  dust  bins 
which  are  brought  to  his  notice,  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  13  such  complaints  have  been  received  and  suitable  action 
taken  where  necessary,  new  dust  bins  being  provided  in  each  case, 
vide  Sec.  64  Welwyn  Garden  City  Act,  1932. 

Rats,  Etc.  Inspections  are  regularly  made  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Mr.  J.  Dubbin,  the  Herts  County  Council  Rats  Officer, 
of  the  Refuse  Dump  and  all  Factories  and  Workshops  with  rat 
infestations.  Advice  is  alwTays  given  as  to  the  best  means  of 
eradication.

During  the  year  12ilbs.  of  herring  roes,  and  21bs.  of  minced 
beef  were  seized  and  destroyed  as  unsound.
